At  about  7  p.m.,  a  securi^ 
guard  for  the  church  came  in 
with  news  that  a  tornado  was 
spotted  on  the  ground  in 
Artesia  (a  community  near 
Columbus)  and  was  headed 
their  w^.

At 
7:20  p.m.,  a  church  member 
who  had  been  standing  at  the 
door  of  the  sanctuary  said,  "It's 
coming.  Take  cover!* 

Waller  said  the  50-60  church 
members  remaining  took  shel¬ 
ter  in  the  interior  halls  running 
perpendicular  to  and  behind 
the  sanctuary.

Waves  of  heavy-handed 
crackdowns  followed,  along 
with  brutal  campaigns  to 
force  Christians  to  sign  docu¬ 
ments  agreeing  to  give  up 
their  faith.  Compass  Direct 
reported.  Many  fled  into  the 
forest  or  to  Cambodia. 

However,  this  latest  move 
against  churches  in  Dak  Lak  is 
the  most  severe  persecution 
since  1975,  when  churches  were 
closed  arid  church  leaders  put 
in  re-education  camps  for 
years,  the  news  service  noted. 

The  ECVN(S),  which  has 
usually  been  very  cautious 
about "  speaking  out  against 
abuses,  went  public  this  time. 
The  ECVN(S)  president,  Duong 
Thanh,  has  written  a  frank  ana 
detailed  letter  to  Vietnam’s 
prime  minister  and  to  other  rel¬ 
evant  government  agencies. 
According  to  Compass  Direct, 
the  letter  describes  the  persecu¬ 
tion  and  points  out  how  gov¬ 
ernment  actions  are  contrary  to 
the  constitution  and  to  specific 
promises ,  made  by  Vietnam’s 
Religious  Affairs  Bureau. 

Tne  constitutional  provision 
for  religious  freedom  and  the 
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Officials  have  entered 
chapels  while  Christians  were 
;^orshiping  and  harangued 
Christians  to  give  up  their  faith.

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Canadian  Baptists  on  rise 

eCXIHRANE,  Alberta,  Canada  (BP)  —  The  Canadian 
Convention  of  Southern  Baptists  (CCSB)  has  started  a  record 
number  of  new  churches  this  year  and  continues  to  advance 
toward  its  goal  of  1,000  churches  across  Canada  by  2020.  Paul 
Johnson,  CXSB  national  church  planting  consultant,  said  33 
new  Southern  Baptist  churches  nave  been  established  from 
Prince  Edward  Isfend  to  British  Columbia,  eclipsing  the  pre¬ 
vious  single-year  high  of  23.  At  the  same  time,  a  recent  report 
also  indicated  the  CCSB  ranked  the  highest 'among  interme¬ 
diate-size  denominations  for  beginning  new  congregations  in 
Canada  from  1998  to  2000.  According  tp  a  study  from  Church 
Planting  Canada,  an  arm  of  the  British  Columbia-based  evan¬ 
gelical  oiurch  planting  and  research  organization  of  Outreach 
Canada,  the  number  of  CCSB  churches  grew  at  an  annual  rate 
of  10.4%  from  1998  to  2000.  From  1992  to  1997,  the  CCSB  grew 
from  100  to  124  congregations,  an  average  yearly  increase  of 
4.4%.  ,TThe  province  of  Alberta  is  being  used  as  a  test  area  for 
establishing  a  number  of  regions  where  church  planting  con- 
sultantfe,  pastors  and  other  cnurch  members  help  overs^  new 
churches.  The  predominantly  French-speaking  province  of 
Quebw,  meanwhile,  is  being  targeted  as  the  location  of  the 
CCSB's  first  center  for  traimng  leaders  to  develop  new  con¬ 
gregations.  A  similar  training  center  could  be  started  soon  in 
Oakville,  Ontario,  a  Toronto  suburb  and  home  of  The 
Sanctuary,  a  new  Southern  Baptist  church  begun  two  years 
ago  that  nas  already  started  four  other  churches.  OAer  prior- 
i&s  for  the  coming  year  will  be  to  continue  work  in  starting 
new  churches  on  university  campuses  and  encouraging  new 
urban  churches  in  apartment  buildings.  _

PHOENIX,  Az.  (ABP)  — 
The  majority  of  Protestant 
pastors  Delieve  the  influence 
of  non-Christian  religions 
and  New  Age  wirituality 
will  increase  in  the  next  1(1 
^ars  while  the  influence  of 
Christians  will  decline  or 
stay  the  same,  according  Ml 
a  survey  by  Bllison  Research 
of  Hioenix,  Az. 

More  than  four-fifths  of 
ministers  i^ed  {82%)  said 
they  expeqt^  the  ii^uence 
of  non-Cnii^tian  religioni 
to  increase  in  the  Umted 
States  in  fim  next  decade.  A 
majority  (55%)  said  the^ 
believe  New  Age  spirituali¬ 
ty  will  gain  ground. 

Thirty-five  percent  said 
they  thought  the  number  of 
Chmtians  would  increase, 
while  anottier  35%  thought 
the  number  would 
decrease.  Three  in  10  said  it 
would  stay  the  same. 

More  pastors  expect  the 
proportion  of  Americans 
who  are  believing 
Christians  to  decrease  {87 
than  to  increase  (34%). 
Forty-four  percent  expect 
the  proportion  of  Americans 
attending  church  to 
decrease,  compared  to  33% 
who  expect  it  to  grow. 

About  one  in  four  (26%) 
expect  the  influence  of 
Christianity  to  increase  in 
Americans'^  daily  lives, 
while  41%  said  it  would 
decrease.  Forty-four  percent 
believe  overall  freedom  of 
religion  in  the  U.S.  will 
decrease  in  the  coming 
decade.
